FOR the purpose of authorizing the governing body of Prince George’s County to
provide, by law, for rent stabilization for rental units for the elderly in Prince
George’s County; specifying certain provisions of law for which the governing
body of Prince George’s County may provide; and generally relating to rent
stabilization for residential rental units for the elderly in Prince George’s
County.

SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

Article - Housing and Community Development

17-108.

(A) THE GOVERNING BODY OF PRINCE GEORGE’S COUNTY MAY
PROVIDE, BY LAW, FOR RENT STABILIZATION FOR RESIDENTIAL RENTAL UNITS
FOR THE ELDERLY IN PRINCE GEORGE’S COUNTY.

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(B) THE GOVERNING BODY OF PRINCE GEORGE’S COUNTY MAY
PROVIDE, BY LAW:

(1) CRITERIA FOR THE APPLICATION OF AND ELIGIBILITY FOR
RENT STABILIZATION TO RESIDENTIAL RENTAL UNITS FOR THE ELDERLY;

(2) REQUIREMENTS FOR THE AMOUNT OF RENT INCREASES,
FREQUENCY OF RENT INCREASES, AND NOTIFICATION OF RENT INCREASES FOR
REGULATED RENTAL UNITS FOR THE ELDERLY;

(3) REGULATIONS AND PROCEDURES FOR THE APPLICATION OF
RENT STABILIZATION TO RESIDENTIAL RENTAL UNITS FOR THE ELDERLY;

(4) REQUIREMENTS FOR ANNUAL REPORTING OF RENTS BY
LANDLORDS SUBJECT TO THE PROVISIONS OF THIS SECTION;

(5) EXEMPTIONS OF BUILDINGS FROM RENT STABILIZATION; AND

(6) ANY OTHER PROVISIONS NECESSARY TO CARRY OUT RENT
STABILIZATION FOR RESIDENTIAL RENTAL UNITS FOR THE ELDERLY.

SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect
October 1, 2010.
